The advisory action mailed July 20, 2005, explains that the examiner "could not locate" 
within pages 19-24 and figures 2-5 several features of the claims. The applicant provides these 
supplemental remarks to help the examiner locate the features. 

Regarding document files in a lower hierarchy layer, the applicant respectfully directs the 
examiner's attention to page 19, line 25, which recites "a document ... in the lower layer." 
Regarding a document file in an upper hierarchy layer, the applicant points the examiner to page 
19, line 19, which recites "a document ... in the upper layer." 

Furthermore, the applicant directs the examiner's attention to the arrows shown in Figure 
4. These arrows start at tag "Z" in an upper hierarchy, and the arrows point to files in a lower 
hierarchy. This figure clearly discloses the feature "where document files in the lower hierarchy 
are referenced above in the upper hierarchy layer." 

The applicant respectfully asserts that at least these disclosures convey to one skilled in 
the art that the applicant had possession of the claimed invention.
